The COLMER FAMILY 
PREFACE 


This rcord is far from complete, even so, I hope it will serve as a foundation upon which the present and future members of 
the Colmer family can build upon. In researching these records I have utilized the McCain Genealogical Library at The 
Universty Souther Mississippi and The Family History Library of Morman Church Stake, both facilities located in 
Hattiesgurg Ms., and information provided by some of the Colmer family. Thanks ALL. Alvin Loudenmilk. 


SOME HISTORY 


When William Duke of Normandy (better known as William the Conqueror) was preparing to invade England he 
strengthened the Norman army by enrolling all the mercenary soldiery he could obtain. Among the Free Lances who joined rh 
Norman standard was William de Colmar, a French knight who came from the town of Colmar, from which town the surname 
is derived. Any map of France will show that the town of Colmer is on the eastern frontier 


De Colmar was present at the battle of Hastings, and after the country had become somewhat tranquillized he settled in the 
county of Comwall, where Willian the Conquerer granted him land and created him Duke of Cornwall. The title was held by 
the family for a period, the title then lapsed but it is not possible to give a reason. After the title had beenin abeyance for some 
centuries it was revived, it is now always bome by the eldest son of the reigning King or Queen of England who is always 
called by his first title of Prince of Wales. 


William the Conqueror caused a book to be prepared which he called Doomsday Book, which was a survey of the lands of 
England. Doomsday Book is still preserved. It is written in Norman French and gives a detailed account of the land then held 
by De Colmar. 


Several members of the family went as Crusaders, under King Richard I (Coeur de Lion), but never retumed. Other 
members of the family were in the Baron's army under Stephen Langton (Archbishop of Canterbury) at the signing of the 
Magna Carta. During the Wars of the Roses the Colmars fought for Lancaster and several lost their lives. 


At the close of the fifteenth centry a slight change was made in the way Colmar was spelled. From that time forward the 
name has always been spelled Colmer. : 


In the middle of the Sixteenth centry the'Colmers migrated to the adjacent towns of Plymouth in Devonshire. Evidently the 
fortunes of the family has very considerably waned, for we find them engaged in commerce. In the reign of Queen Elizabeth 
their fortunes were revived. The head of the family was then Abraham Colmer a merchant and ship-owner, who amassed 
considerable wealth. He built and endowed alms houses for the poor in the town. Abraham Colmer was twice Mayor of 
Plymouth, in 1618 and 1628; he died in 1628 and was buried at the Old Church ( St. Andrew's) Plymouth. | 


During the Civil War between King Charles I and Parliament, the Colmers were staunch Royalists and took an active part in 
fighting for the King. When the town of Plymouth was besieged the Colmers were am ong the Cavaleries who defended the” 
town. After a bitter struggle the Citadel capitulated. Subsequently Cromwell's Government inflicted heavy fines onthe " — 
Colmers and other Royalist leaders. Upon the Restoration of King Charles II it was confidently expected that the King would 
reward his faithful followers,but this expectation wae never realized 


Many daughters of the family made good marriiages. One became Lady Stafford Northcote (ancestors of the Earl of 
Iddesleigh). Another became Lady Lawrence Palk of Exter. Another became Countess of Ashbumham; by the marriage 
settlement between the Earl and Countess it was arranged that certain lands and tenements should become the freehold 
property of the Countess in the event of her husband dying first. Her husband did die first and the Countess entered into the 
possession of the property. At the death of the Countess she bequeathed her property to her own family the Colmers. This 
property was held by th Colmers until the commencement ot the nineteenth century. 


At different periods the younger members if the Colmer family removed to other parts of England. Some went to the 
adjoining county of Somerset where they settled at Teovil, and the name is still prevalent in that town and in adjacent villages.

Others went to Hampshire where they founded the Village of Colmer; which is about twelve miles from Southampton, and the 
name occasionally met with in other parts of Hampshire. Others again went to Bath where the name is well known. The head 
of the Bath Colmers is belived to be Sir James Shepherd Colmer. Some went to Birmingham where a church was built by 


them but the name is now extinct in Birmingham. 


When the Jacobin Insurrection of 1715 broke out, the Colmers were among the "Gentlemen from the West" who rode and 
fought for the Old Pretender. When the rebellion was suppressed the colmers were fined by the Government of King George. 


In 1760 the two brothers John and William Colmer were the only representatives of the family left in Plymouth. William 
Colmer, the youngest brother. was a commissioned officer in the Royal Navy. On his last voyage he sailed from Plymouth 
Sound, and the the ship completely disappeared. It was surmised that the man-of-war had foundered at sea and all on board 


were lost. 
About 1815, shortly after the battle of Waterloo Emperor Napoleon I was captured by the English and brought as a 


prisoner of war into Plymouth, where he remained some time. As Napoleon could not speak English, John Colmer was 
employed as interpreter and remained in daily attendance upon the Emperor until the latter's deportation to St. Helena. 


NOTE: 


At the request of my kinfolk in America, I am induced to give the following brief outline of the Colmer family; but in doing 
so, 1 am only repeating handed down from father to son for so many gmerations. 


As I may have occasion hereafter to refer to myself personally, I had better state here that I am William Colmer, the 
youngest son of James and Charlotte Colmer, born October 28th, 1845. at 21 Bedford Row. Southwark, London. 


I became totally blind in 1904 and as I am unable to write myself personally, these notes are being written for me at my 
dictation.

GEORGE COLMER AND ‘THE EPIDEMI- 
OLOGY OF POLIOMYELITIS*

George Colmer, IIL (Kolmer; Sept. 21, 1807 
—Sept. 27, 1878), physician (Jig. 1), was born 
in London, England, the third son of George 
Colmer, Jr., who was born at ‘Torrington, Eng- 
land, Oct. 2, 1771.1 From 1841 until his death, 
Doctor Colmer resided at Springfield, Livingston 
Parish, Louisiana, except for a short period of 
time when he had an office in New Orleans. He 
practiced medicine with a mule and buggy 
throughout the vast district of what is now 
known as the Florida Parishes of Louisiana. 

‘Two large volumes,'? each uf 600 pages, 
written in a fine and almost illegible hand, have 
recently been uncoveredt (Mig. 2). ‘These books 
are Jeather bound, and of the legal ledger type, 
each about two fect square. One is the daily 
journal of his medical practice from about 1842 
to 1878; in it are recorded .brief abstracts of 
the history, physical examination and treatment 
of his patients, including two pages of periodic 
notes on his own physical condition. The second 
volume is Jabeled “Diary C” and covers the 
period from 1849 to 1878. In it are recorded 
local and national events, clippings from medical 
and lay journals, pamphlets, advertisements, etc.,

many of which are of ‘great historic interest. 
Daily and meticulous observations on the rain- 
fall, temperature, frosts, freezes, flood stages, 
flowering of various plants, occurrence of various 
epidemics, local meetings, and pages devoted to 
the “comings and goings” of various local per- 
sons are recorded over a period of 30 years. [tis 
today the best source of data on births, mar- 
riages, and deaths in that district. ‘Vhere are 
extensive observations on garden vegetables, on 
the days on which the bass and other fish were 
biting. It includes periodic observations of Doc- 
tor Colmer’s weight, many entries being, made 
during and after the Civil Wat over a period 
of years when he was ill. National and Jocat 
events, i.e., the assassination of Vresident Lin- 
coln, the occupation of Springfield by negro 
troops, notes on the battlefield ‘fat Camp Moore, 
Tangipahoa, Louisiana, etc., are sandwiched he- 
tween notes on an epidemic of “hooping cough” 
or observations on flowers or garden vegetables 


such as rutabagas. 


tNo biography of Doctor Colmer has been uncovered and un- 
til we began our study it was not known that he was a physicion, 
where he lived, where he was born, died, practiced medicine, etc. 
Searches had been made in various medical libraries and in’ the 
files of the American Medical Association and in the New Orleans 
Medical and Surgical Journal and other sources. No mention of 
Doctor Colmer was detected. While on a visit to the Library 
of the American Medical Association in February, 1944, a George 
Colmer was found listed as a physician in Louisiana, at Spring 
field, Livingston Parish, in’ an old) volume of The Medical 
Register and Directory of the United States.8 ‘This was ac- 
complished through the kindness and petsistence of Mrs. Marjorie 
Hutchins Mcore, Librarian. 

A visit to Springfield in April, 1944, resulted in uncovering 
Diary “C" and the Daily Journal of Doctor Colmer's medical 
practice from 1849 to 1878. A photograph and some official 
documents were also found. Most of this material was in the 
possession of a great pranddaughter of Doctor Kille, a physician 
with whom Doctor Colmer began medical practice in’ Springfield 
about 1841, just after or during the fJime he was making his 
observations on the epidemic of infantile paralysis in’ West 
Feliciana Parish, Louisiana, some 25 miles from Springfield, ‘That 
Doctor Colmer settled in Springfield abcut IR41 is sugersted by 
a note in his diary “C" on page 473,cin which he wrote in 1874 
that he had been a resident for sonfe 32 years. Search of the 
immigration and naturalization records in + Louisiana dors not 
reveal Doctor Colmer's name, but a complete, set of recerils may, 
of cours, not exist. Doctor Colmer stated that he had yellow 
fever in 1837, but did not state that he was living in Louisiana 
at the time. Doctor Colmer continued to reside with the family 
of Doctor Kille after Doctor Kille’s death. This family ran the 
Springfield Wotel and Doctor Colmer's office was in the yard of 
the hotel beside the tree shown in Fie. J. Microfilming of Doctor 
Colmer's diacy and ledger is contemplated. 
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Doctor Colmer was civic minded, had the town 
of Springfield incorporated and later surveyed; 
he had one street Jaid oul, ditched and planted 
with live oaks; this street, called Colmer Ave- 
nue (Mig. 4), is today one of the most beautiful 
in the South, the trees being covered with Span- 
ish moss; in fact, iC is the only street in Spring- 
field still retaining any beauty. We built a 
bridge actoss the Natalbany River, owned and 
published a) docal newspaper, The Livingston 
Reporter (Vig. 5), served fora number of years 
as Justice of the Peace and was cle ted on both 
Republican and) Democratic lickets during the 
Reconstruction era. THe was an extensive land 
owner and a land agent. Tt is said, without 
confirmation, (hat he studied and obtained a 
degree inelaw at the University of Louisiana 
shortly before his death. His diary records year- 
ly the names of persons catching the largest fish, 
raising prize-winning flowers, stock, crops and 
vegetables. He made many donations to needy

It will be noted that chloroform and other 
anesthetics for surgical operations are listed, This ts five years be- 
fore chloroform was used as an anesthetic In England by Simpson 
and In the same year that ether was administered by Crawford Long 
in Georgiat and this might indicate a priotity In East Louisiana 
on the use of chloroform and other anesthetics. However, we 
have no proof at the present time that the printed form in 
Doctor Colmer's ledger was actually printed In 1842 or at a 
subsequent date. This requires further Investigation. 


an officer in the Fast Lonisiany’Medical Asso- 
ciation, and is said to have m3 instrumental 
in its organization at Springfield in 1842. At 
that time, he and several other physicians estab- 
lished standard charges for medical practice in 
that area (Jig. 6), which do not differ signifi- 
cantly from medical charges today. He was 
widely read, his diary containing clippings and 
references to between thirty and forty news- 
papers, magazines and medical periodicals. He 
built and ran a slave hospital in which the daily 
board was $1.00 and medical. fees in accordance 
with the malady (Jig. 7). Ile was not a slave 
owner and in his diary he seemed pleased when 
emancipation became an accogplished fact. He 
served in New Orleans duringfgt least one of 
the large yellow fever epidemics (1867), having 
had the disease himself in the summer of 1837. 


He described in his diarygthe invention of a 
rubber bulb syringe by a Springfield citizen. 
Doctor Colmer lists many observations and pre- 
scriptions which may upon further analysis be 
of some importance, but his greatest contribu- 
tion seems his observations on the epidemiology 
of poliomyelitis.® 

Cases of paralysis in children were noted in 
Philadelphia in 1792 during an epidemic of yel- 
low fever,® and four cases by Badham? in Work- 
sop, England, in 1835. The pathology of 
poliomyelitis was first described by Wleine® in 
1840, but the first epidemic of the disease to be 
reported anywhere in the world occurred in 1841 
in West Feliciana Parish, Louisiana (lig. 8),

the epidemic would probably have also been 
described in them in greater detail, as Doctor 
Colmer was a meticulous reporter of other local 
events, 

It is not known where Doctor Colmer received 
his medical education, where and when he en- 
tered the United States, details of his boyhood, 
nor have his diaries “A” and {B" been located. 
In fact, no biography or obituary of Doctor Col- 
mer has been discovered in the medical or lay 
literature. Although it was published in’ an 
American journal, even his contribution to the 
epidemiology of infantile paralysis is fully recog- 
nized only in the Muropean literature! During 
the hectic days of the last year of the Civil War, 
and after-¢nore than 25 years of medical practice, 
when Doctor Colmer was 57 years of age, he 
became ill and apparently lost a lot of weight. 
At this time he began the use of opium (ig. 10), 
which he continued to a slight degree perhaps 
until his death. Doctor Colmer never matried, 
-and he died in Springfield, where he is buried in 
the Jocal cemetery (Mig. 1/).

“] think Nixon was a great man.” William Meyers Colmer, 
Pascagoula’s statesman par excellence, talked about his 
40 years in the U.S. House of Representatives in an exclusive 
interview and rated Richard M. Nixon highest among pres- 
idential leaders since. 1933. 

When Colmer retired in 1972 he had served as a Democrat 
under six presidents — Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harry S. 
Truman, Dwight D. Eisenhower, John F. Kennedy, Lyndon 
B. Johnson ‘and Richard Nixon. 

“I’m biased,” the portly ex-congressman said, ‘‘and I 
know this will surprise you, but Nixon was the best president 
for several reasons.’ 

Colmer praised Nixon’s beliefs in fiscal eesponeleliey and 
the need for revamping the court system, particularly the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

- “I was more capable of evaluating his domestic 
approach, said Colmer. ‘I liked it. He was above average 
in his knowledge of foreign affairs.” 

The former congressman of Mississippi’s Fifth District

related a telephone conversation he had with Nixon concern- 
ing the direction of the courts.in the United States. 

“T told him I admired his speeches on crime and fiscal 
policy,’’ Colmer said. ‘‘I told him the crux of the whole thing 
(crime) lies with the Supreme Court. He told me there was 
No question that the court was out of balance. He tried to 
do something about it.” 

Colmer believes that unléss the attitude of the American 
people changes Nixon will be treated unkindly by history. 

“Franklin Roosevelt and Richard Nixon served under dif- 
ferent conditions,” he said in comparing Nixon 'to the other 
presidents. ‘‘“FDR served a good purpose. He got the country 
moving. I was a great admirer of Ike but he had a military 
background. He was a popular hero elected, and he liked 
it too. Nixon was more practical. My friend Mr. Truman 
was opposed to me at the last for my stand against the 
bureaucracy and fiscal policy.” 

..« His deepest admiration remained for Nixon despite Water- 
- gate. ‘‘Watergate has had a significant effect,” he said. “I 

think it made. the people more conscious of their govern- 
‘ ment, but I'still think it is blown out of proportion, Nixon 
being the chief victim ... and they won’t let him alone.”

- a bunch of loyal staff members,” he said. ‘‘They did some

~ Colmer elterated ‘that he was. prejudiced because ‘he : 
(Nixon) was personal to me.” Nixon was the first president 
to ever visit Mississippi and as Colmer’s longtime friend 
Arthur Smith pointed out during the interview, ‘‘Nixon came 
when we were in trouble.” The reference was to Nixon’s 
visit to the Mississippi Gulf Coast following Hurricane 
Camille. Nixon later sent his daughter Julie Eisenhower 
to Mississippi to attend what the former congressman calls 
his ‘Swan Song” dinner. ‘‘She brought a wrist watch he 


gave me,”’ Colmer said: 


The subject changed to future presidents. In the race for 
the Democratic nomination, Colmer sees Sargent Shriver 
as the most attractive personality. ‘‘He’s a salesman,”’’ 
Colmer said, ‘‘but he won’t get to first base. He hasn’t had 
enough exposure.” His pick? ‘‘Scoop Jackson would make 
the best one.”

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When the smoke clears though, Colmer thinks Sen. Ted 
Kennedy will get the Democratic nomination. Will Ted 
accept? ‘Sure,’* said Colmer. ‘When the big dog comes 
in, the others will all scatter.” 

Colmer talked about Kennedy’s chances. “‘I think he has 
more public appeal than Jack (John F. Kennedy) did,’ he 
said. ‘‘Chappaquiddick is not the impediment it would have 
been 25 years ago.” - 

A conservative Democrat, Colmer’s favorite is a conser: 
_vative Republican. ‘‘(Ronald) Reagan’s my favorite,” he 
said, ‘‘but I don’t think it’s practical for him to get the nomi- 
nation. I don’t think Reagan can be elected because he would 
be too conservative. I think (Gerald) Ford will get the nomi- 
nation and of those on the scene I hope he’s elected.” 


Colmer foresees Nelson Rockefeller being dumped from 


the ticket in favor of a candidate who could draw more 


Southern votes. However, he is skeptical that the South can. 


be carried by any Republican. 

As a member and later chairman of the powerful House 
Rules Committee, Colmer came to know the man Gerald 
Ford. ‘‘You have to bear in mind that Ford in his political 
life has never known what it is to be in the majority,”” Colmer 


explained. ‘‘He’s always been a minority member. When _ 


_he was minority leader I worked with him on conservative 
measures and when I wanted to confront a measure directly 


he would be realistic following a compromise route to get ~ 


‘votes. He was good at getting things done that way.” - 
Should Ford go to New York City’s aid? “I think it would 
be tragic,” Colmer answered. ‘We shouldn’t help them. It 
“would be setting a dangerous precedent. The United States 
is already bankrupt and why should one bankrupt govern- 
“ment try to save another bankrupt government? The only 
difference is the parent government has the power to print 
money.” 


Colmer likes Ford’s new spending-cut tax-cut proposal, 
but has little hope it will be significantly effective. ‘‘The - 


politicians have educated the people to enjoying more and 


more of the abundant life and people don’t want to turn — 
_ it loose.”” That i is why Colmer fears Congress will not cut” 


spending. 

“T think the economic problem is too big for Ford to han- 
dle,” Colmer added. ‘‘He’s trying.” - 
: -When Colmer first ran for Congress in 1932 he supported 
the New Deal policies of Roosevelt ‘‘to get the country moy- 
ing’”’ from the depths of the Depression. However, the liberal

Colmer accuses the U.S. Supreme Court as being the chief 
offender in the liberalized movement. ‘‘Our courts have 
progressed from nine old men to the most liberal court in 


the history of the United States,” he said. ‘‘When FDR 


appointed Frankfurter, the conservatives were outraged. 
Frankfurter went off the court after service the most conser- 
vative on the court because the presidents up to Nixon had 
appointed even more liberal members.’’ 

Though Colmer is pessimistic on that subject, his typical 
good humor and boyish optimism temper the philosophy 
of the elder statesman who has rubbed shoulders with some 
of history’s most notable figures. At age 85, he holds the 
belief that the world contributes great leadership when it 
is needed. 

“I admired Churchill,” he said. ‘‘He strode across the 
stage of tragedy of World War II. He was pre-eminently 
the greatest man.”’ 

Colmer believes modern leadership is perhaps not as lack- 
lustre as it appears, but is dulled by close scrutiny of the 
mass communications media. ‘‘I wonder if it isn’t another 
example of the old saying — familiarity breeds contempt,” 
he said. “I’m sure Washington had his frailties.” 

He gives an example of disappointment with a leader in 
his own life. ‘When Arthur (Smith) and I were winning 
World War I to end all wars and make the world safe for 
Democracy, there was a man in Wilson’s administration 
named William Gibbs McAdoo,” he said. ‘“‘He was secretary 
of the treasury and later a senator from California, when 
I went there (Congress). Pat Harrison introduced me to 
him in the Senate cloakroom. He was one of the most foul- 
mouthed people I ever heard. Here was my idol destroyed.” . 

Colmer recalls his meeting with one of the world’s most 
infamous leaders — Joseph Stalin. (‘Churchill and Stalin 


were at opposite ends of the poles.”) It was after World 


War II when the Mississippi congressman led a sub- 
committee which spent six weeks abroad studying political 
and economic conditions and interviewing the leaders of 
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_18 nations, including Churchill and Stalin. 

'. , “The whole time I was interviewing Stalin,’ Colmer said, 
-»:“*my mind went back to Halloween when I was a child. You

-. Colmer’s:most significant role in the latter part of his 
career was his leadership of the House Rules Committee. 
- He won aseat on the committee in 1939 and succeeded Judge 

‘Howard W. Smith as chairman in 1967. ‘‘I did some good 

“there,” Colmer said of his service on the committee. 

‘The Rules Committee is the funnel through which all 
“major bills reach the House floor. It decides not only which 
.. bills should go to the floor, but also the duration and condi- 

~ tions of floor debate. As chairman, Colmer was considered 
“one of the most powerful men in the House. 


Colmer points with pride to his bill which created the Gulf 


‘Islands National Seashore. He is concerned though that the 


islands, due to pressure from the environmentalists, will 


- not become what he had in mind. 


' “The idea was for the public to see those islands,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The environmentalists have started a crusade to 


- make them a wilderness. I,don’t want to see anything 


changed in the environment. Those islands would eventually 
have gone into the hands of commercial interests. I really 
wanted to preserve the islands. The idea was for the public 
to see and enjoy them.” ; 

Colmer predicts if the environmentalists succeed only 
Ship Island would be developed for real public use with the 
other islands becoming wilderness. ‘I still have hope for 
it to become what we had in mind,” he said. 

A few of Colmer’s many other achievements included 
financing of the sand beach in Harrison County (‘‘He got 
it financed by saying it was needed to protect the seawall 
and highway,’” Smith interjected) and acquisition of the 
research vessel Oregon and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice for Pascagoula. 

Colmer, a consistent advocate of sound constitutional gov- 
ernment and of prudent disbursal of the nation’s tax money, 
was recipient of the George Washington Good Government 
Society Award, which is given by a non-partisan, patriotic 
organization that annually cites two outstanding Americans 
for their contribuitions toward good government. He has 
also been the recipient of the Americans for Constitutional 


’ Government Award and the Freedom Award from the Order 


of Lafayette, recognizing his strenuous fight against Com- 
munism. 

The National Associated Busiriessixitar, an organization. ’~ 
which ranks the members of each Congress according to 
their voting pattern for economy and against excessive gov- 
ernment spending, gave Colmer their Watchdog of the 
Treasury Award each year from the time the ratings were 
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begun in 1964. Additionally he scored a perfect 100 per cent 
rating during three congressional sessions. 

The Mississippi Broadcasters Association named him 
their Man of the Year in 1971. He received a similar award 
from the American Legion’s State Convention. 


The warmest tribute comes from his young Republican 


successor Trent Lott. ‘‘He was the greatest and most humble 
statesman I’ve ever known,” Cong. Lott said when contacted 

’ by telephone Monday. ‘‘One of the great experiences in my 
life has been in having the opportunity to work with Mr. 
Colmer.” 

Lott still.considers Colmer his number one advisor. ‘‘I 
went by and spent two hours with him when I was home 
for Columbus Day,” he said. ‘“‘Mr. Colmer has a phenomenal 
control of the English language and I needed some help 
with wording.” 

The young congressman said there were many lessons 
he learned from the veteran congressman during the four 
and one-half years he served as Colmer: s administrative 
assistant. 

‘The most important t ing was his ability to get along

Colmer’s early history began in Moss Point Gis he was 
born on Feb. 11, 1890. He was educated in the public elemen- 
tary and high schools in Harrison County and worked his 
way through Millsaps College in Jackson. He taught public 
school in Lumberton from 1914 to 1917, studied law on the 
side, and was admitted to the bar in 1917. 

Law practice, however, was delayed by the first World 

- War. Colmer served briefly as a private, but quickly 
advanced through the ranks to regimental sergeant major. 

At war’s end Colmer began the practice of ‘‘law and 
economy” in Pascagoula in 1919 and was elected county 
attorney of Jackson County in 1921, a post he held through 
1927. Voters elevated him to district attorney in 1928. He 

. served in that position until his election to the 72nd Congress 
in 1933. - 

Colmer is married to the former Ruth Miner of Lumber- 
ton. They have three sons: Dr. William Meyers Colmer Jr., 
of Pensacola, Fla., James H. Colmer, a Pascagoula 

- attorney, and Thomas W. Colmer, a commercial artist in 
Chicago, Ill.

He had bee 
special to me and my family ever since he and Frank Hodnette called me in 1962 durin 
my residency to discuss my joining the OB-Gyn Department at the Medical Center Clinic 
Since then he frequently reminded me that the real reason he invited me was so that h 
would then no longer be the junior partner! 

Doctor Colmer was well-loved by his patients and staff. And he took pride in his fam 
ily, his profession, and his community. He was proud to be a Colmer, a physician, and t 
be from Pensacola. 

Reflecting the charm and wit of his father, who served many years in the U.S. Con 
gress, Doctor Colmer always displayed a formal quiet dignity with his patients, his co! 
leagues and the medical staff. This trait was combined with his tendency to self-efface 
ment, and being a good listener. He possessed a ready sense of humor - reflected by 
laugh and his famous wry smile. These qualities later prepared him to proceed beyond hi 

f daily practice into several, distinguished administrative positions. 

3 In 1978, after 26 years of practicing obstetrics and gynecology, Doctor Colmer becam 
Medical Director of the Medical Center Clinic. And in 1980, he was appointed Medic: 
Director of the HCA West Florida Hospital - a position he held until his retirement i 
1990. 

During his active practice years, Doctor Colmer was a member of the committee that i 
1963, conceived and organized the community PEP medical education residency pre 
gram based at the University (then Escambia General) Hospital. He served as Voluntec 
Chief of the PEP OB-GYN residency the first 2 years of its existence. He was president © 
the Baptist Hospital medical staff in 1963 and practiced in all three hospitals (Baptis' 
Sacred Heart and University) prior to the opening of HCA West Florida Hospital in 1975 

His committee work at the county medical society typified the significant ways h 
served his patients and fellow physicians. These included: Chairmanship of the Commit 
tee for Care of Indigent OB Patients, Membership on the Interprofessional Relations Con: 
mittee - set up to improve relations (and referee fights!) between physicians and lawyer: 
Membership on the Impaired Physician Committee - dealing mostly with physicians im 
paired by the abuse of alcohol or drugs. 

In community affairs, he was:active in the Health Systems Agency of NW Florida fro; 

: 1976 through 1981, and was its chairman in 1976 and 1977. He was an active member o 
‘ many county, state, and national medical and specialty associations. In 1983 he was hon 

ored for having attained the highest level of achievement in both the practice of medicin 
and. the management of health care organizations when he was made a Fellow of th 
American College of Physician Executives. In 1986 Dr. Colmer was an organizer an: 
officer of the Medical Educational Council of Pensacola (MECOP). This organizatio: 
continues to sponsor focal medical education programs that are important because the 
arrange medical programs that provide CME credits in Pensacola so that area physician 
can carn these credits here without having to leave their practices and po elsewhere. 

After full retirement, though his pace was slowed by advancing emphysema, Dr. Colmer’ 
enthusiasm for learning never dimmed and he continued attending local educational con 
ferences right up until the week of his death. 

Because of his long experience and carefully thought out opinions, his advice wa 
frequently sought by other hospital and medical administrators and staff. 

After retiring, Dr. Colmer especially enjoyed spending time with his wife Katie. hi 
two sons and one grandson. His hobbies included flying, golf and hunting. 

I was privileged to be his friend.

Dear James 

Thank you very much for your letter and your information. 

T am very sorry to answer so late. In December 1994 I mailed more than 350 letters to America and all the 
work had to be done. After Christmas time and in January I got about 100 answers back, about 100 letters 
could not find their way and more than 150 didn’t answer. At the other side they're are a lot of K/Col/lme/ars 
who answer for parts of their family. Now in March 95 I mailed again 350 letters to America. 

165 new letters in Germany. 

Firsts I had had to open a data bank where I put in all the addresses and what they have got of me. Then I had 
to registrate what I’ve got back or not. 

Then I put all the information I got in a genealogical program called Ftree; not only the dates, even the letters 
and pictures. I scan all the pictures and put them into the computer to the personal dataforms. 

This computerprogram is so developed that you can write a book with all the information. So at the beginning 
you have more work but after putting in the information it is more easy. 


How did I get the addresses of all the different K/Col/Ime/ars? I bought in the destinated countries the 
telefonbooks on CD, if it was possible For America for example I needed the zip-cd to. Mostly in the 
telefonbook the number of the house was missing. So I had to hope for the letter carrier ( my be he rings twice 
). 

Trough all my researches I found out that a lot of ways go back to Switzerland and France. All the reasons and 
ways the K/Col/Ime/ars told me are nearly equal. There are K/Col/lme/ars they went from Austria to 
Poland/Russian border and from that place to Germany after the second world war. Then I found 
K/Col/Ime/ars they went from Bavaria/Germany to Austria. Then I found K/Col/Ime/ars their ancestors where 
gone from Poland to Canada. They came from the same place than the others went to Germany but they don’t 
know. Now I bring them together if they use the information I can give. And so on and so on.. This Kolmer in 
Canada for example sends me a newspaper message of the killing from Shirley Kolmer and her sister and the 
other nuns. He didn’t now them. 

I can find the lines/branches or where they come from, if I get more and more information. It doesn’t matter 
how you write the K/Col/Ime/ars name. In that time 16... the names had often changed. Sometimes the priests 
or other government departments who had been responsible could write or spell the name. So it changed from 
time to time. The paper of my direct branch I sended with in my first letter, was in a second way to explain 
how the name could change in writing. 

Sometimes I could link K/Col/Ime/ars over the family they married in. Therefore it is necessary to give me the 
names and if possible the birth/and death dates. 

So if you have some more information, please mail it to me. Maybe you can talk to your family around you 
about my work and what I do that they will send me information too. All the people can use my genealogical 
information I collected for their further generations. 


It also would be very helpful for me if you could look in your telefonbook for the K/Col/Ime/ars 
name in any possible written way and send the addresses to me. 


Enclosed there is a page with the K/Col/Ime/ars I have found from Mississippi. Do you know other 
addresses. Please complete the addresses, sometimes I have only parts of the address. My information 
is two years old. If you know one of the listed K/Col/Ime/ars write at the side your relationship. 


The information you mailed to me is very interesting, but whom did you marry to/in? Do you/the 
other family members have kids. Please talk to your family to give me information. That is the only 
possibility to find all connections or as much as possible? Do your relatives have more information 
about their background? In which families did they marry in. Sometimes you find relatives over 
sidelines or names you married in. Most of the 3572 K/Col/lme/ars I have married in German names 
sometimes in English names if they first immigrated to England and from England to America. 
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What about your kids? Didn’t they marry uptil now? Do they have children? Please write their 
spouses dates. What about your husbands family? The genealogical databank is only up to date if I get 
the newest information. So feel free to copy the plain forms and send the papers back with the 
information. 


Well James, I suppose you mean with Arthur Colmer - Arthur R. Colmer from Moss Point. I 
feel sorry but he didn’t write in his fist letter anything aboung James H. Colmer. I have written 
him a new letter to send me more information. I think I must not be afraid that you can not 
help me. You should only write your parents names and birthdates, your kid, and 
grandparents. That would be very helpful. Other members of your family write down their 
family members and I can bring them together. 


I can do or arrange something for you, if you or your family visit Germany or we can meet us. 


Do you have addresses of any K/Col/Ime/ars, please send them to me.--> may be you have some 
new. 


Do you have pictures of you, your family or other relatives. I scan them into the computer. So the 
pictures are in conjunction with the information J have. Later on, if someone of your family or other 
relatives does genealogical researches, can see who he or she was. 

My brother Mathias for example is looking like an relativ of my mother's line. This ancestor was born 
120 years back. My brother has thought I would make computer jokes with him. 


Thank you very much and let’s keep in contact. 
All the information I have written to you made me to research the K/Col/Ime/ars name, because I 


think most of the K/Col/lme/ars belongs together. That was why I started digging our name world 
wide. At the moment I have 3572 K/Col/Ime/ars.

FRITZ COLMER 


Moss Point Loses Beloved Citizen - Fritz Colmer stricken 
suddenly Wednesday noon in the 74th year. Fritz Colmer, aged 
73 years, died at his home in Moss Point on Wednesday, July 
5, at noon, his death being quite sudden, although he had 
been in failing health for some weeks. 

The funeral was held this Friday morning at ten o'clock 
from the Methodist Church at Moss Point, Rev. W. H. Lewis 
performing the last offices of the church, assisted by Rev. 
J. M. Corley of Lucedale, and the other pastors of Moss 
Point. 

Fritz Colmer was born in Jackson County, and has lived 
in Moss Point for the past fifty years, during which time he 
has taken an active part in the industrial, civic, social and 
religious life of the county. He was a member of an old 
family that came from Alsace-Lorraine and early settled in 
the pine region of Mississippi. 

For forty years he served as secretary of the Moss Point 
Methodist Sunday School, was chairman of the board of 
stewards of his church, secretary of the Moss Point Rotary 
Club, past master of the Masonic Lodge, past commander of the 
Gulf Coast Commendery Knights Templars, past high priest of 
the Royal Arch Masons of Biloxi, and past patron of the Order 
of Eastern Star. 

His wife, to whom he was married in 1894, was Miss 
Maggie McIntosh, a native of Meaford, Canada. His surviving 
children are R. P. Colmer of Moss Point, who has only 
recently been named acting chief inspector of the Mississippi 
State Plant Board at Mississippi State College; Fred Colmer, 
metallurgist of Birmingham, Ala.; Arthur Colmer, instructor 
in science at McComb High School; Misses Alice and Margaret 
Colmer, teachers in county schools, and one brother Charles 
Colmer of Perkinston. Congressman W. M. Colmer of the Sixth 
District is a nephew.

Morning at ten o'clock, from the Meth- 
odist church at Moss Point, Rev. W. H. 
Lewis performing the last offices of the 
church, assisted by Rev. J. M. Corley 
of Luce$ale; and the other pastors of 
Moss Point. ; The following citizens and

“When Jimmy was building 
his big two-story next to ours,

Hermes Gautier, who was a 
great kidder, told Bill that our 
house was going to look like a 
shoe bax next to Jimmy’s,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘But this house has always 
been fine for us.”’ 

From the home on Pascagoula 


‘and Dupont, the Colmers moved 


to Columbus Drive. Mrs. Colmer 
has many fond memories of 
raising her children along with 
all the Gautier children. Their 
first friends they met when they 
moved to Pascagoula were 
Hermes and Hattie Gautier and 
Henry and Archie Gautier. 
“Two brothers had married 
two sisters, and all these 
families lived on Columbus 
Drive. Whenever I meet anyone 
named Gautier today, I perk up 
and try to figure how they are 


-kin to my old, friends,” she said. 


The Colmers’ third son Tom 
was born in the home on 
Columbus Drive. They finished 
raising their children in that 
home and their many rented 
homes in Washington, D.C. “The 
congressman did not think his 
constituents would like it if he 
owned a home in Washington,” 
she explained. 

After serving as district 
attorney of Jackson County, Bill 
Colmer ran for Congress in 1932 
with a firm pledge to back 
Roosevelt’s New Deal. He soon 
tired of Roosevelt’s policies, 
however, and became more 
conservative as his career 
progressed. 

When asked if her husband 
would have become a 
Republican were he an active

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politician today, she winked and 
said, ‘‘I would rather not 
comment about that.” 
Whenever congressional 
sessions ended, Mrs. Colmer 
would drive her three boys back 
to their Pascagoula home on 
Columbus Drive. She loved 
driving. ‘‘We took our time and 
visited many of the sights along 
the way, but the congressman 
usually would have to fly back 
and forth because of time 
considerations.” 


Of the six presidents they met 
during Bill Colmer’s 
congressional career, 
“President Nixon was probably 
the best as a leader, but 
personally and socially, Lyndon 
and Lady Bird Johnson were the 
most outgoing and fun-loving,” 


“President Sofinson loved to 
dance with as many 
congressional wives as he could, 
so all the ladies could say they 
had danced with the president.”’ 


The Colmers built their 
present home on Beach 
Boulevard in 1951 and retired to 
live here permanently in 1972. 
The congressman hunted and 
fished, and they both enjoyed 
being close to their children and 
grandchildren. 


Their proudest moment was 
the dedication of William Colmer 
Junior High School. Mrs. Colmer 
said “‘I still get a lump in my 
throat whenever I drive by the 


- school.” 


Since his death, Mrs. Colmer 
has stayed busy enjoying her 
children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. In addition 
to son Jimmy, one 
granddaughter and 
great-grandson live right behind 
her. They all call her ‘‘Ganny.”’ 


After her family, her next 
favorite thing is driving her car 
— She still goes for groceries and 
to the hair dresser once a week. 
Occasionally she will drive as 
far as Moss Point and Gautier. 

Although she appears very

healthy, Mrs. Colmer said, wale 
have a few ailments, but I’d 
rather not broadcast them.” 

Looking back on 93 years, she 
said, ‘I don’t think my life has 
lacked anything. Meeting Bill 
Colmer was the best thing that 
ever happened, and losing Tom 
(her youngest son) in 1979 was 
the worst.”’ 


Her two surviving sons are Bill ~ 


Jr. and Jimmy. Bill Jr. is an 
OB-GYN in Pensacola, and 
Jimmy is an attorney in 
Pascagoula. ‘‘My friends tell me 
I’m lucky, because I have a 
doctor and a set in the 
family.” 

The congressman died after a 
brief illness in 1980. Mrs. Colmer 
said, “I hope I will slip off 
quietly when my time comes.”’ 

From the healthy appearance 
and enjoyment of life that this 
lady exudes, it is apparent that 
she will have quite a few more 
years in which to enjoy her 
family and drive her car.
